THE WABASH RECEIVERSHIP. 

What will be known in the history of 
trusts in this country as the Great Wabash 
Receivership Scandal is developing itself 
more rapidly than we had expected,:and our 
expectations were great. When the Judge 
of this district complied with the request of 
the wreckers for the appointment, as one of 
the Receivers, of the friend, crony, and part- 
ner of the chief wrecker, we criticised his 
action as in every way unfortunate. The Re- 
ceiver is an officer of the court, and no per- 
son should be put into sucha place unless 
known to the Judge to be without fear and 
above reproach. It is repugnant to every no- 
tion of equity and common-sense fairness 
that the managers and Directors who have 
ruined/a trust should be given the help of 
officers of the courts to complete their devas- 
tations and destroy the last hope of their de- 
ceived wards of being able to snatch any- 
thing from the wreck. 

The application which it is said is to be 
made to the courts for permission to issue 
$2,000,000 of Receivers’ certificates in order 
to take up that amount of Wabash paper 
floating around with the indorsement of 
Gould, Sage, and Dillon isa pat illustration 
of the advantages which the wreckers of 
such a corporation secure by controlling the 
Receivers. One of the main functions which 
Receivers discharge is to issue these certifi- 
cates, which take precedence of all mortgage 


bonds and are a first lien on the property. 


These notes, which have been indorsed by Mr. 
Gould and his associates, represent debt for 


| wages and supplies which should have been 


paid out of the earnings of the road, but 
were not paid because the money was used 
for’dividends that were not earned. 

In order to market the stocks and the 
bonds of this aggregation of fraud dividends 
were paid out of receipts that should have 
been applied to the regular expenses of the 
road. The wages of the men and the cost 
of various supplies were defrayed out of 
money borrowed on these notes, indorsed by 
Mr. Gould and his associates. At the very 
moment he was doing this thing Mr. Gould 
was protesting to the public, as countless in- 
terviews with him in the papers show, that 
the Wabash was earning its dividends and 
that there was no floating debt. As long as 
the ‘‘ securities” were not marketed he had 
to keep the company going by getting money 
on paper indorsed by him and these others. 
But now that the confiden ce game is played 
out and the bonds and stocks are all sold the 
dividends are stopped summarily, the notes 
are allowed to go to protest, and the Receiy- 
ers appointed by a complaisant court at the 
request of these riggers of the market and 
wreckers of the corporation will get the per- 
mission of the court te issue Receivers’ cer- 
tificates for the amount of the notes Messrs. 
Gould, Dillon, and Sage have indorsed, 

These gentlemen will thus get rid. of the 
necessity of paying their indorsements. They 
will escape with all the money they have 
taken from the lambs for the worthless Wa- 
bash chromos, and the very floating debt 
which they created for the purpose of en- 
abling them to misappropriate the funds of 
the road to the payment of unearned interest 
and dividends will be put ahead of the bonds 
in the hands of their dupes. These Receiv- 
ers’ certificates can be piled up so as to leave 
little or nothing for the bondholders. 

This is one of the ways in which allowing 
the wreckers of corporations to name the Re- 


ceivers can be made to perpetuate and per- | 


fect the wrecking. No court should lend 
itself to such operations, If he does not feel 
thoroughly assured of the integrity and good 
faith of the candidate named by those who 
apply for a Receivership the Judge should 
nominate a man of his own choice, The re-

WASHINGTON, D, C., June 16.—In the Senate

Strike of Miners in the Monongahela 
River Coal District. 

Prrrsspura, Pa., Jume 16.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports from the Monongabela River coal dis- 
trict, where the miners were ordered to go on 
strike today for a restoration of the district 
price of mining—three and one-quarter cents 
per bushel—are meagre and conflicting. The 
officers of the miners” association who have 
spent the day among thé miners claim tonight 
that the strike is general, and that at least 6,000 
miners have thrown down their picks; but this 
is denied by the operators. They claim that 
the strike was inaugurated in comparatively 
few pits, and predict’ that in these work 
will be resumed at the reduced rates 
before the close: of tlie week. 
Jnformation from other sources is 
of a character to confirm the claims of the 
miners’ officials. It is known definitly that all 
the miners in the first pool, which is nearest 
the city, remained away from the pit today, 


and reports from miners in other pools that
